Hon. Herbert Greenfield, ex-premier 
of Alberta, has been appointed by the 
provincial igovernment to take charge 
of a survey of the province’ for the 
purpose of — determining aréas 
Suitable for land settlement especi- 
“ally: along community lines. He will be 
gin this #o-4 at cnce, and on tt3 com, 
pletion he wiil go to England to wart 
in conjunction with the various emi- 
gration organizations operating there. 
This announcement was made by Pre 
mier Brownlee before leaving the city 
for his holidays and is the outcome of 
a decision by the government to put 


yon an active immigration program. Mr 
‘Brownlee 


said that the government 
will take advantage of the better con 
ditions now prevailing to see what 
can be done in co-ordinating the sev 
eral immigration activities in Alberta, 
and the first move in that direction 
will be to make a.thorough land sur- 
vey of the province, with. suitability 
for immigrant settlement primarily in 
view. 

‘It is not the: purpose of the govern 
ment,’ said the premier, ‘to duplicate 
any existing machinery or attempt to 
take over any work that properly 
should remain with the dominion. An 
effort will be made to co-operate with 
the dominion government and also tc 
Bet in touch with the railway com- 
' panies and the British Empire Settle- 
ment Board, Through the latter’ we 
hope to encourage: suitable immigra- 
tion. 

‘Much valuable work has already. 
been done by private enterprise in 
certain sections of the province,’ Mr 
Brownlee continued, “and such under 
takings as the Clan Donald  settle- 
ments will furnish information ready 
to hand.’ 

Asked if the appointment of Mr 
Greenfield may be taken to mean. the 
opening of an Alberta agency in Eng- 
land, Premier Brownlee’replied: ‘Not 
lat present. Much will depend upon the

- NOTICE TO RATEPAYERS 


In ‘accordance. With the terms of the Municipal Hospital's Act, 

petitions were received by the Minister of Health at Edmonton, asking 
for the creation of a Municipal Hospital District including the  ter- 
ritory destribed below. 
‘Complying with these petitions, the Minister of Health established 
the Municipal Hospital District on July + 26th 1920. Following the 
establishment of the District.:the . Municipal Councils in the . said 
District, in accordance with the terms of the Act, duly appointed a 
Hosptial Board to prepare a scheme for the building and operating of a 
Hospital in the said district.

Hospital 
District is as follows: 


Town of Wainwright : 
Municipal District No. 392—Comprising Townships 42 and 43, in 


Ranges, 4, 5. and 6, excepting that portion within.the Buffalo Park Re 


serve. 

All of Municipal District No. 422 . 

Municipal District No. 423—Comprising Townships 44, 45 and 46 
in Ranges 7 and 8 excepting that portion within the Buffalo Park Re- 
sérve. 

Municipal District No. 452—All that portion of Township 47, in 
Rangcs 4, 5 ard 6 South of the Battle River. 

The basis of the scheme is as follows: 

1. To accept as-a free gift from the Town of Wainwright, or purchase, 
a suitable site subject to the approval ofthe Minister of Health, at or 

near the Town of Wainwright. 

2. To erect a Municipal Hospital, a duplicate of the. Innisfail Hospital 

as near as may be, and to equip the. same with an operating room.and 

all necessary appliances, 

3. To supplement the revenue derived from taxation by a schedule of 

fees as under.— 

(a) To persons liable to hospital taxation under any Municipal Act 
dependent members of his or her family, or female domestic help, $1.00 
per hospital day. 

(b) Resident persons not liable for Hospital Taxation under any 
Municipal Act upon payment of the sum of not less than $6.00 on or be 
fore a date not exceeding one month from the date of the opening of 
the Hospital, and on or before the First Day of February in each suc- 
ceeding year, $1.00 per hospital day, to include dependent members of 
his or her family, and female domestic help. 

(c) Operating room free to persons liable for Hospital Taxes und- 
er any Municipal Act and to persons complying with the provisions of 


Section (b) 


(d) Hospital fees tc a!! others shall be not less than $4.00 per 
hospital day, with an additional charge for drugs and dressings, and the 
use of the operating room as under:— 

Minot Operations . $5.00 

Major Operations $10.00 
4. To create debenture indebtedness of ‘not more than $37,500. 00 
twenty year debentures for the purpose of erecting and equipping the 
hospital building and the purchase of a suitable site. ~~ 

To repay said debenture in équal payments annually of principal 
with accrued interest, or, equal annual payments of principal and in- 
terest combined or as near as may be. 

6. As provided by Section 17 of. the Municipal Hospitals Act, no taxed 
person in any town, villagee or hamlet within the hospital district 


shall receive in any year, Hospital Service at the minimum rate of $1.00 


per day, unless prior to one month from the opening of the Hospital. 
or upon a date to be determined by the Board, in each subsequent year, 
he or she pay a sum of money .to the Board which, together with the 
swm payable by such persons as_ Hospital Taxation for that year, is 
equivalent to the sum of $6.00
